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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the RCE filed on 7/22/09. Claims 1 , 12-1 3, 
24-25 and 36 have been cancelled. Claims 2, 14, 26-35, and 37-39 have been 
amended. Claims 2-1 1 , 14-23, 26-35 and 37-39 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-1 1 , 14-23, 26-35 and 37-39 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance and in light of Applicant's arguments. 

Independent claims 37-39 are directed to "wherein, when performing a remote 
process where a certain document processing related j ob executed by using one of the 
plurality of processing apparatuses within a group different from a normal group to 
which a client apparatus belongs, the count processor of said server apparatus 
executes the count process by incorporating billing fee usage information of the 
document processing related job into the normal group, and wherein the normal group 
is a group where a processing apparatus that executes a document processing related 
job and a client apparatus that instructs the processing apparatus to execute the 
document processing related job are included in the same group". 

The closest prior art of record: Inoue et al. (7,188,137) discloses system and 
method for distributing advertisements to a plurality of users based upon advertisement 
user attributes and advertisement provider attributes. 

Zucknovich et al. (5,940,843) discloses information delivery system and method 
including restriction processing. 
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However, the combination of Inoue and Zucknovich fails to teach or suggest 
"wherein, when performing a remote process where a certain document processing 
related j ob executed by using one of the plurality of processing apparatuses within a 
group different from a normal group to which a client apparatus belongs, the count 
processor of said server apparatus executes the count process by incorporating billing 
fee usage information of the document processing related job into the normal group, 
and wherein the normal group is a group where a processing apparatus that executes a 
document processing related job and a client apparatus that instructs the processing 
apparatus to execute the document processing related job are included in the same 
group", as recited in claims 37-39 above. 

Claims 2-1 1 , 14-23, 26-35 incorporate the features 37, 38 and 39 through their 
dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons given above.
